The | History of Meadowbrook 


Meadowbrook opened in 1963 as part of Chesterfield’s segregated school system. As with most of 
America, the reacial issues of the past have affected Meadowbrook then and now. Then there were 
two professional teaching associations: the white CEA and the black CTA. About a mile from here a 
Ku Klux Klan rally, complete with a burning cross, was held. To meet the increasing federal pressure 
to integrate, the county converted the one black high school - Carver High School - into a middle 
schol and dispersed its faculty and students. As a result Meadowbrook required its first African 
American faculty members. A year or two later a black female student integrated the student body 
with no apparent problems. 


Black enrollment increased over the next several years but still represented a small percentage of 
the total school population. When the city of Richmond annexed a portion of Chesterfield, they took 
an area that included most of the school’s minority population thus reducing the number of African 
American students. In subsequent years the school’s black population again increased, and today is 
coupled with an immigrant and ESL population giving Meadowbrook the most diverse student 
body in the county. It is interesting to note that this former all white school has been transformed 
into a virtual UN. Today MBK is the USA! 


The increasing diversity of the student body was not and has not been received by all parties as a 
positive development. There was a tacit assumption among elements within the school and the 
community that Meadowbrook was an inevitable decline. Hence the divisive term “Ghettobrook” 
and the lament by some past employees and students, “Too bad about Meadowbrook.” 


Now, however, Meadowbrook has become a melting pot for different races and backgrounds. 
Instead of segregating the classes, we have now become a strong, integrated force that no one can 
tarnish. Through forty years of trials and tribulations, we MBK Monarchs are at the height of suc- 
cess. That will never change!
